; The present invention relates to a new and distinct variety of rose 
plant of the climber class which was originated by us by crossing the variety 
5 Compassion, not patented, with the variety Congratulations, not patented. 

The primary objective of this breeding was to produce a new rose 
variety having tmprove<Mloriferousness / 4mf>r0ve€l resistance to disease, 
vigorous growth habit suitable for a climbing rose, and a novel soft pink flower 
color. The objective was substantially achieved, along with other desirable 
10 improvements, as evidenced by the following unique combination of 

characteristics that are outstanding in the new variety and that distinguish it 
from its parents, as well as from all other varieties of which we are aware: 

1 . Climbing habit - flexible, very long canes; 

2. Hybrid tea flower form;
